Andover Residents Spent 


Years at Lawrence General Hospital Last Year 


The Lawrence General hospital grate- 
fully acknowledges the generosity of the 
people of Andover in the special collection 
made each year by Mrs. A. P. Thompson. 


This collection dates back some twenty 
years, when the hospital used to hold a 
bakery sale in the fall. North Andover had 
a table at this sale, but Andover people 
decided it was impracticable for them to 
do so, on account of the distance. So they 
solicited money instead and have always 
contributed a goodly sum to the work of 
the hospital. 

When the bakery sale was discontinued 
several years ago, Church Gift Day took 
its place for Lawrence and Methuen, and 
North Andover held a sale on “North 
Andover Hospital Day,” for the same 
purpose. Andover continued its subserip- 
tion of money to add to the total. 

In the year 1934-1935, $600 were re- 
ceived, and to date in 1935-1936, $512. 
This is a substantial aid in meeting the 
cost of care in the institution. 

In the year ended August 31, 1936, 284 
patients from Andover spent 3042 days, 
the equivalent of eight years and four 
months, in the hospital. j

A decade or so ago while we were spend- 
ing our summers office-boying at the 
academy, a chair was presented the 
school and placed with considerable 
veneration in the headmaster’s office. We 
remember slipping into the office one day 
and sitting in the chair, and feeling much 
better for having occupied the same seat 
that Samuel Francis Smith sat in when 
he wrote “America.” 

But reading over Mr. Scott Paradise’s 
little pamphlet on historic Andover 
homes brought to us a terrible disillusion- 
ment. It seems that Samuel Francis 
Smith didn’t write ‘“America’”’ while 
sitting in that chair; in fact he wasn’t 
in any chair, according to the pamphlet, 
| which quotes the author as writing the 
Rev. C. C. Carpenter in 1895 to the effect 
that he wrote it standing up! 

But whether or not he wrote it sitting 
down or standing up, there is no doubt 
that he wrote it in the house at 147 Main 
street now called the ‘““America”’ house. He 
was in the room near the front door at the

north, “standing before the front win- 
dow,” as he told Mr. Carpenter, when he 
found a German air which struck his 
fancy, and within a half hour he had writ- 
ten the verses of “America” substantially 
as they are today on a scrap of waste 
paper. 

Smith had just graduated from Harvard 
and was a 24-year-old student at the 
Andover Theological seminary when he 
penned the famous words. In February 
1832, he was looking over a collection of 
German music sent him by Lowell 
Mason, noted composer and choir leader, 
who, not understanding German, had 
asked the young man to translate the

verses or write a few original poems to go 
with the music. 

After finishing the verses, he slipped

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Carelessness and Pet Peeves of Individuals One of the 
Reasons for High Tax Rate 


Who sets our tax rate? Who deter- 
mines whether it shall be high or low? 
Who in the last analysis is it that 
causes the expenditures of public 
money which are reflected in the tax 
rate? 

The answer is a little three-letter 
word: “YOU.” The Townsman has 
said this before; it bears repeating 
again and again. Legally the assessors 
determine the rate, which is based 
mainly on the appropriations made 
at the annual town meeting. But that 
is only the very, very superficial side 
of the story. If you trace the thing 
back a little further, you will find 
that in the main the appropriations 
made follow the recommendations of 
the finance committee, but that com- 
mittee’s function is really advisory 
rather than investigatory. The fi- 
nance committee has to secure its 
estimates of expenditures from the 
various departments; its knowl- 
edge of the department’s workings 
can only be second-hand. 

And the amount that each depart- 
ment spends is determined mainly by 
YOU. Sometimes the expenditure is 
justified; too often it is not necessary, 
founded perhaps on some individual’s 
whim or on somebody’s careless act. 
All these little expenditures mount 
up, and so does the tax rate. 

For instance, imagine something 
which you probably won’t have to 
imagine long: a snowstorm. The snow 
piled in too fast, and the sidewalk 
work got ahend of the horse plows. 
What do you do—go out and shovel 
off the walk in front of your house, or 
do you sit by your window complain- 
ing about the Board of Public Works 
and wait for the Board to send a crew 
of men along to shovel off your walk 
at a really large expense to the pub- 
lic? Or if you want another example, 
go up to the high school, notice what 


a really fine job was done on grading 
and seeding the new lawn, and then 
think of how much it’s going to cost 
to regrade and reseed the tire-marks 
which some motorist with psycho- 
pathic tendencies left when he drove 
on the lawn around the building on a 
day when the ground was good and 
soft. 

It’s not too much to say that if 
everyone in Andover would do his 
part by eliminating such kinds of un- 
necessary expenditure, by forgetting 
his own pet ‘“‘peeve’’ and remember- 
ing that damage to public property 
eventually takes money out of his 
own pocket, the tax rate would go 
down several dollars. Don’t be the 
cause of departmental expenditures’ 
increasing every year; do your part 
as a citizen to keep the rate down. 


Remember Them 

Christmas is but a short week 
away, and in the next few days you 
will be sending out hundreds of 
Christmas cards to let your friends 
know that you are remembering 
them at the happiest time of the year. 
In sending out those cards, you will 
also be remembering someone who 
needs remembering if you add a 
Christmas seal to every envelope. 
Much has been accomplished since 
Miss Emily P. Bissell launched the 
first Christmas seal sale in Delaware 
in 1907 for the purpose of building a 
hospital for children ill with tubercu- 
losis. In that year 179 persons out of 
every 100,000 were dying of tuber- 
culosis; today less than 60 per 100,000 
are dying. Dr. Thomas Parran, Jr., 
surgeon general of the United States, 
says: “Tuberculosis CAN be wiped 
out in our nation.’’ Every one of 
those little seals that you use is 
another step in the fulfillment of Dr. 
Parran’s prophecy.

Harvard Co-operatives 


Mrs. C. Carleton Kimball told of the 
Harvard Co-operative of which she is a 
member. This consumers co-operative 
was started fifty-four years ago. There 
were ten stockholders with no return on 
their investment. The membership is 
open to past and present students of 
Harvard, Radcliffe and Technology with 
$1.00 a year dues. There are now 12,000 
members, who may vote but who seldom 
trouble to avail themselves of the privi- 
lege. The main store is in Harvard Square 
and two branch stores, one near Tech- 
nology and one near the Harvard business 
school, carrying books, stationery, men’s 
furnishings and things in general that 
would appeal to college students. Mem- 
bers participate in a rebate on purchases 
of from eight to ten percent.

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County commissioner and town mod- 
erator Fred Butler didn’t start at the 
bottom; he started below the bottom. 


Fred’s first real job after finishing up at 
Bryant and Stratton was two miles under- 
ground in a copper mine at Bingham Can- 
yon, Utah, with six candles, a pick, a 
shovel and a wheelbarrow. Of course, he 
had worked for a few years in a brokerage 
office in Boston, but a ruptured appendix 
put a speedy halt to that position. After 

e had fooled the doctors by not dying, he 
went out to Utah to look over the copper 
mines in which there was quite a boom at 
the time. He arrived at Salt Lake City 
practically ‘‘broke,’’ and put up at Tex 
Rickard’s hotel before proceeding out to 
the canyon which was seven miles long 
and only fourteen feet wide at the bottom. 
There were 7000 men in the town and 
three women—the teachers. 


After a time spent in his subterranean 
activities, Fred was transferred to the 
smelter, mostly to play baseball on a dia- 
mond in which the outfielders were a 
goodly number of feet up on the mountain 
above the batter and where it was possible 


to make a home run only by batting the 


ball over the mountain. 


Fred, who lives up on Lowell street, was 
born on Lowell street in Lawrence on 
Tower Hill which was in 1884 only an 
apple orchard. It’s been changed con- 
siderably since then, and the little green 
cottage in which he was born is now on 
Butler street. The cottage was part of the 
old Butler homestead, a ‘“‘plantation with

Military academy in Worcester and later 
to Bryant and Stratton. 

After his mining venture, Fred returned 
to Lawrence and started his political 
career, a career which has seen him hold- 
ing office every year since 1914 with the 
exception of 1919, the year after he was 
married to the then Anna M. Olive of 
Calais, Me. Only once was he beaten, and 
that was in 1922 when Henry Cabot 
Lodge, the elder, induced him to run 
against the just returned soldier, William 
P. Connery, Jr. That race was closer than 
Billy would have liked it to be. 

From 1914 to 1918 he represented ward 
five of Lawrence in the legislature, and 
from 20-22 he was in the state senate. In 
March, 1928, he was elected to the county 
commission, and he has been there ever 
since, having been named chairman two 
years ago. Then one night a few years ago 
he attended a town meeting, the second 
he had ever attended, and sitting in the 
wings of the stage, he was amazed to find 
that he was being elected moderator. 

There have been many honors come 
Fred’s way, the greatest being his election 
last June as chairman of the Republican 
State convention which chose the Repub- 
lican party slate for the election. He is 
chairman of the County commissioners 
association of the state and a member of 
the first County Personnel board. In the 
legislature he was chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Institutions, hospitals, 
prisons, etc., being one of his chief inter- 
ests. He was on the rules committee, the 
committee on public safety, on elections, 
on bills of the third reading, and for psy- 
chiatrix examination of mental prisoners, 
the most interesting job he’s had. 

He was on the committee to study 
juvenile delinquents, with Dr. Kline, now 
dead; Dr. Payson Smith, Curley-removed; 
Dr. Bigelow, who committed suicide; Dr. 
Charles Howard, Curley-removed; and 
Richard Conant, Ely-removed. 

He inherits the office-holding instinct. 
His grandfather was in the legislature in 
1868 and his father was on the board of 
aldermen and on the school committee 
both of which positions at the time bore 
no compensation. 

There are three children. Olive, now a 
student at Abbot, is the young lady who 
since her father’s attack of angina four 
years ago has not failed one single night to 
come in to inquire of him how many cigars 
he has smoked that day. Jane Jennings is 
in the sixth grade at Stowe, and Frederick, 
Jr., is up at Phillips.
